MANT THRILLING EXPERIENCES ARE TOLO 


Wounded Relate Happenings and An 
American Shot In the Leg 
Is Thankful H is Hands 
Are Saved. 


11 
Stockholm, Sweden, May IT.—Clad1i 
in great coats of West Point gray, the 
first of the hopelessly wounded Ger­ 
man and Austrian prisoners of war to 
come out of Russia this year, passed; 
through Sweden a few’ days ago in I 
exchange for the helpless and hapless I 
Russians who had been sent home 
from the German hospital camps. The! 
Austrians and Germans were a more 
cheerful lot than the 
stolid, 
silent 
Russians and seemed to have a more, 
definite idea of their future life. 
“ It is nothing,” said one young Aus­ 
trian. with his right leg gone and two 
fearful scars on his face; “I am a 
jeweler by trade and my hands a-e 
as good as ever.” 
’Phe exchange of wounded prisoners 
undertaken by 
the 
Swedish 
Red 
Cross is a gigantic affair. 
Effective 
May 15, three trains running weekly' 
in each direction from the Finnish 
frontier to the southern reaches of the 
Baltic can handle but comparatively 
few’ of the men so hopelessly used up 


have been lying out of doors for six 


or seven days. All this time he heard 


the screech and rear of shells passing 


above his head and occasionally ex­ 
ploding about him. 
Anyone of them, 
he said, would have been a welcome 
end to his agony. 
But now’ he w’as 
smiling and cheerful on 
his 
way 
“home.” He did not know’ what he 
could do when he got there for he 
had been a horseshoer by trade and 
a horse-shoer without feet is not of 
much account. 
Some of the prisoners complained 
bitterly 
of 
their 
treatment at the 
hands of the Russians, but the more 
intelligent of the wounded soldiers de­ 
clared that while their lots had been 
hard they realized the Russians had 
done all they possibly 
could 
under 
the circumstances. 
There wTere the 
days of exposure on the battlefields 
which could not he helped, the poor 
field accommodations for the wound­ 
ed, who had to be cared for in far 
greater numbers than anyone had ever 
anticipated, and the hours of neglect 
due to the fact that the doctors had 
more w’ork than they could possibly 
handle. 
One prisoner said he lay on the 
floor of a house or stable 
for 
two 
days and the only soft thing about him 
was his own blood. 
His uniform had 
been entirely shot away by the ex­ 
plosive 
which 
had 
cost him a leg. 
Some of the soldiers said uiey had 
been robbed by Cossacks as they lay 
wounded in the Held, money and little 
trinkets of jewelry being ruthlessly 
snatched from them.

There w’as one young soldier from 
Prague, Bohemia, who had a terrible 
experience. 
He w’as in the cavalry, 
was riding in a charge when a shrap­ 
nel shell burst just beneath him. The 
horse was killed and the rider was 
wounded 
twenty-one 
times. 
Seven 
times he w’as placed on the operat­ 
ing table 
He emerged with one leg 
gone and the other so broken, bent 
and twisted that it but little resem­ 
bled human form. 
And yet the man had pleaded with 
doctors for that remnant of a limb. 
“They w'anted to cut it off, too, as 
w’ell as my right hand, but I heard 
them talking and I said, ‘Please, good 
Mr. Doctor, don’t cut off my other leg 
and my hand! 
At last they let me 
go,” he said. 
The hand was scarred 
in 
manv 
places, but seemed otherwise to he 
perfectly useful. 
But in time of war 
amputation is such an effecti\e 
and 
expeditious treatment. 
Each man of the 217 on board the 
train from Russia had his ow’n thrill­ 
ing sto ry to tell. 
Each one had ta s t ­ 
ed the utmost of the bitterness of 
w a r and some seemed so badly maim­ 
ed and mangled 
that 
even 
death 
had refused to accept them. 
There w’as one poor fellow’ moving 
about the train with sheep-skin pads 
on his knees and both feet gone. 
“Me no good any more,’* he smiled 
in broken English w’hen he learned 
that the Associated Press correspond­ 
ent on board the hospital train was 
an American. 
“And boom, boom, boom no good 
either,” he added, mimicking Hie roar 
of battle. 
This man had laid wound­ 
ed for days with his feet in a halt 
frozen stream. 
When found he was 
more dead than alive. Up to lhp Time 
he lost consciousness he said he must. 


out as

ground to show’ that they had nothing 
and thus escape a bayonet prod. 
The Swedish doctors in charge of 
the hospital trains 
listen 
to 
these 
stories with indulgent smiles.

wounded soldier as a rule is very keen 
for sympathy and talks accordingly. 
There were tw’o pitiful cases of tu­ 
berculosis on the train. 
The sands ot 
life wrere fast running

glass for one of these, but he seemed 
to grow’ a bit stronger as 
the 
train 
neared Trelleborg, where the prisoners 
were to be transferred to a German 
hospital transport. 
“It will be good to get home,” he 
sighed. 
“But the poor devil will never get 
there,” said the doctor, for the prison­ 
ers coming from Russia are kept out­ 
side Hamburg for a month as a rule 
to guard against the importation of 
any infectious disease. 
They are not 
taken to Berlin, for it is said here the 
Germans do not wish wounded men 
on the streets of the capital. 
The other prisoner, far along in the 
relentless grip of 
consumption, 
had 
also suffered the loss of a leg. 
He 
said he had a wife and three children 
at home and he did not know’ how he 
could ever provide for them. 
The invalid transport trains pass­ 
ing through Sweden do not come to 
Stockholm and the Swedish iieople as 
a whole see very little of the wound­ 
ed men. 
The nearest 
approach 
to 
Stockholm is Halsberg, 
where 
the 
men detrain for dinner. 
As the first 
train from Russia came into Halsberg 
the military attache of the Austrian 
legation in Stockholm wras at the sta­ 
tion. 
Tho 
train 
platforms 
w’ere 
crowded weth soldiers on crutches and 
with arms torn away. 
It was pitiful 
to see the poor cripples straighten up 
and salute’ with such hands as they 
had left w hen they caught sight of the 
officer in full uniform. 
The attache and representatives of 
the German legation distributed cigar­ 
ettes, cigars, newspapers and German 
weeklies to the men on the train. 
And to each an envelope wras handed 
with especial ceremony. 
These en­ 
velopes were found to contain picture 
postcards 
of 
Emperor 
William, of 
Germany; Emperor 
Francis 
Joseph, 
of Austria, and Field 
Marshal 
von 
Hindenburg. 
After dinner there were songs of 
the Fatherland, sung with lusty Ger­ 
man voices. 
When the singing first 
began the maimed soldiers came hop­ 
ping to the song circle as 
fast 
as 
crutches and heavy canes could help 


them. 
They gave cheers for the em­ 
perors and stood with heads uncov­ 
ered as they chorused “The Watch on 
the Rhine.” 
The Swedish Red Cross has splen­ 


didly organized the arduous work of 


transporting 
the 
prisoners between 


Russia and germany and eevry prison­ 
er who has made the journey across 
has been w’arm in his praise of the 
comforts provided 
for 
him. 
Each 
train is in charge of the surgeon of 
the Swedish army and there are es­ 
pecial 
nurses 
and 
orderlies. 
Each 
train is provided with an operating 
room and whenever a serious opera­ 
tion is deemed necessary the train is 
stopped while it is performed. 
The 
governments of Russia and Germany 
pay for the expense of the transport 
of the prisoners, the Red Cross han­ 
dling all the accounts. 
The journey 
is along one and the w’ork of exchange 
is expensive. 
It is not so expensive, 
however, as continuing to care for the 
helpless prisoners.

the rudder, so that the torpedo will

To have healthy cows is one of the 
first essentials in the production of 
clean milk. 
If the cows are diseased 
their milk is liable to contain disease 
producing bacteria or be otherwise ab­ 
normal. 
Such milk is neither clean 
nor safe as an article of food even 
though there is no visible dirt in it. 
File cows should be tested at least 
once a year for tuberculosis by a calla­ 
ble veterinarian, and if diseased ani­ 
mals are found tho herd should be test-

A DIRTY COW A MENACE TO CLEAN MILK. 


ed twice a year. 
All cows which re­ 
act, showing that they are infected 
with the disease, should be removal 
from the herd and the stable and 
premises thoroughly disinfected. 
No 
cattle should he added to the herd 
without subjecting them to the tuber­ 
culin test before they are brought to 
the farm. 
They should then be kept 
separate from the other animals for at 
least sixty days and retested. 
W ith­ 
out tile use of tuberculin the owner Is 
liable to be confronted with serious 
and continuous losses. 
W ith its use 
the disease can be eradicated from the 
herd ami tho danger of its spread to 
man from this source removed. 


Groom the Dairy Cow. 
Special attention should be given to 
the condition of the udder, and any 
milk which appears slimy, ropy, wa­ 
tery or otherwise abnormal should not 
be used as food. 
As a rule, milk 
should not be used within fifteen days 
before calving or during the first live 
days after calving. 
It is well not to 
(use milk from cows which have been 
given powerful drugs, for it is known 
that medicines of this kind often pass 
through tile tissues of the mammary 
gland and into the milk. 
The external condition of the cow Is 
a most important factor in the produc­ 
tion of clean milk. 
One of the great­ 
est sources of milk contamination is 
the dirt on the animal’s body. 
It is 
therefore essential that extra care be 
taken to keeD tile ccw* free from accu­ 
mulations of^Vntid and manure. Groom­ 
ing is usually dispensed with, as it 
c*osts money, yet there is far more rea­ 
son for the daily grooming of an ani­ 
mal that produces human food than of 
i horse which hauls a manure spreader 
>r a garbage wagon. 
Custom, how- 
ver, demands that the horse be kept 
lean, and this custom must be extend­ 
ed to include cows on farms where 
milk is prodnced. 
Cows on pasture 
usually keep cleaner than when in the 
barn; but, though they appear clean, 
they may be very dusty and should be 
brushed before each milking. 
When 
cept in stables they require a thorough 
deaning at least once a day. It is well 
o clip the long hairs from the udder, 
tanks and tail in order that dirt may 
act cling to them. 
It Is also desirable 
that the bedding be clean, dry and 
used iii sufficient quantities to pro­ 
mote tile comfort of the animal, espe- 
■ially where tile door is of concrete. 


Milk Before Feeding. 
The cow should not be groomed, bed- 
led or fed immediately before milking, 
is tlie<e operations till the stable air 
with dust and bacteria. 
Frequent at­ 
tention to the distribution of bedding 
s just as important as to supply a 
argo amount of it. 
Often a tour 
brough the stables the last thing at 
light and a few minutes’ attention to 
she distribution of ti e bedding at that 
lime will save half an hour’s work of 
leaning the cows in the morning. 
If 
he manure is removed daily a consid­ 
erable distance from the stable bad 
nlors from it cannot taint the milk 
md the danger of contamination from 
lith laden hies is lessened. 
The fly 
luisance is caused by accumulations of 
nan tire, in which the flies breed, and if 
•onditions are favorable the manure 
should be removed to the fields every 
lay. Flies carry bacteria and filth, and 
'artiest efforts should be made to teep 
hem from the stable. 
If the stable 
md its surroundings are clean and 
roe from accumulations of manure 
md other materials which attract flies 
t can Ire kept fairly free of them by 
he 
of fly poison and traps. In ad- 
iition to removing the accumulated 
manure from the gutter every day, the 
soiled betiding should be raked back 
nto the glitter and replaced with clean 
tedding. 
No animals other than cows 


should be allowed in tile stable. 
The 
open shed system of keeping cows is 
advocated by many dairymen und has 
some advantages, but it is essential 
that the shed be kept dry and be open 
on the south side. 


Silage For Dairy Cow. 
The feed for cows should be palata­ 
ble and nutritious. t Moldy and decay­ 
ed feed and such feeds as may in­ 
juriously affect the cows’ health or the 
character of the milk should be care­ 
fully avoided. 
The odor and flavor of 
milk are very readily affected by rape, 
onnbage, turnips and other feeds hav­ 
ing strong odors, and when used they 
should be given after milking, iii which 
case there is little danger of contami­ 
nating the milk. 
If pastures are over­ 
run with garlic or wild onion the cows 
should be removed from the pasture 
several hours before milking. 
When silage came into use as a feed 
fo** dairy cows there were many objec­ 
tions to it on the ground that it un­ 
favorably affected the flavor of the 
milk, but these complaints are now 
less common, as the bad flavors have » 
been found to be caused by poor qt‘al­ 
ity of silage, improper feeding or be­ 
cause 
silage 
odors 
were 
absorbed 
from the stable air. 
Good silage, fed 
in reasonable quantities after milking, 
wiil not injure the health of the cows 
nor impair the quality of the milk. 
It 
must be fed after milking and all un­ 
eaten silage removed so that Hie silage 
odors will disappear from the air be­ 
fore the next milking. 
Many health 
authorities forbid the feeding of wet 
brewers’, or distillers* grains to cows 
because such grains ferment rapidly 
ami produce strong odors, which are 
absorbed by tho milk, and under ordi­ 
nary conditions tile stable and cows 
become so filthy that the production 
of clean milk is impossible. 


Salt and W a te r For Cows. 
Owing to the dust and odors which 
arise from the feeding of hay, grain 
and silage, it is best from a sanitary 
point of view to feed after milking 
rather than before. 
A liberal supply 
of salt should be provided in a place 
where the cows can have ready access 
to it. 
It is of prime importance that 
the cows have an abundance of fresh, 
pure water. Cows which produce twen­ 
ty-five pounds of milk a day require 
seventy-five pounds or more of water 
daily, and instances are on record in 
which heavy milkers have consumed 
more than 200 pounds of water in that 


HOW FAR WILL THE ROPE REACH?

This fund may not have been 
flagrantly 
misappropriated, 
but

must have been of some value or the 
oollticians would not have protested 
so bitterlv when the relief fund was 
divorced from politics.

were employed to 
•nake a survey of 
public 
charitable 
work. 
A bill was passed by the leg­ 
islature creating the 
social 
welfare 
board of St. Joseph. 
“The welfare board is empowered to 
•are for all the sick poor and the well 
boor 
in 
the 
city. 
The sick poor 
hrough departments of home medical 
service, dispensary 
service, 
visiting 
burse service, obstetric service and 
hospital service, and the 
well 
poor 
hrough bureaus of investigation, reg­ 
istration, records of employment, legal 
lid, and clothing and woodyard de­ 
bar! ments, homeless men department, 
welfare board farms, departments of 
-elief, volunteer service, donations and 
burials.” 


An Appeal to the Public 


Our last Legislature created the 
M issouri C om m ission for the 
Blind, making an appropriation of 
SI 2,500 conditional on a like sum 
being subscribed by the public and 
paid into the State Treasury. T his 
would make available $2 5, OOO with 
which the Commission could pro­ 
vide facilities to assist the blind to 
become self-supporting, otherwise 
nothing will be available for this 
worthy purpose. 
T he State of Missouri now edu­ 
cates its blind children, teaching 
them reading, music, housekeep­ 
ing and various trades. 
It does 
not, however, provide facilities 
w hich w ill enable them to use that 
education. 
Few adult blind persons are able 
to provide their own tools or work­ 
shops. 
Fewer can successfully 
market their products. 
T hey are 
unable to utilize what, as children, 
they have been taught in the Mis­ 
souri School for the Blind. 
Under 
favorable conditions most blind 
persons can only partially support 
themselves, and even the educated 
blind must be favored if they are 
to be self-supporting. 
Briefly, the duties of the Com­ 
mission, which acts w ithout com­ 
pensation, are as follows: 
I — to reduce, through preventive 
measures, the number of cases of 
blindness in future generations. 
2— to provide tools, workshops 
and materials for productively em­ 
ploying the adult blind. 
3—to provide for marketing arti- 
cles manufactured by the adult 
blind, to get them contracts etc. 
4 —to tabulate the names, con­ 
ditions and needs of the blind in 
Missouri. 


T he Commission is under the 
necessity of appealing to the public 
to provide by subscription the sum 
of S 12,500 in order that it may 
have available not only the amount 
of such subscription but the addi­ 
tional $12,500 appropriated by the 
State. 
Y\ e recently have been 
advised by the Governor that if 
Si 2,500 is Subscribed and paid into 
the State Treasury, both that arid 
the $12,500 additional appropri­ 
ated by the State w ill be available 
for the purpose indicated above. 
Unless the full amount is thus 
subscribed and paid in, the act of 
the Legislature will not help the 
blind, and the existence of this 
Commission will be utterly useless. 
Similar Commissions, with like 
purposes, exist in several other 
States, and their work indicates 
there is a crying need for the 
services wThich this Commission is 
expected to render but which it 
cannot render unless the public comes 
to its aid with their subscriptions.
